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At the end of the year 1950, about the tine the Chinese Comunist delegates 
to the United Nations returned to China, the Chinese Comunist Oovcrnnent 
adopted the following policiesi 


a, Nhcn the Chinese Communists take Seoul thoy will start a noace 
propaganda campaign, in an effort to force the United States to accent 
their peace terns. 

b. They will intensify their efforts to break the solidarity among the 
;”es torn 'powers by promoting discord between the United States and 
Britian. 


c. They will strengthen relations with countries recognizing their Govern- 
ment so as to use then, particularly India. Thoy plan to weal sen 
Anglo-Anerican control of tlio United Nations. 

d. They will nail efforts to induce as many countries as oossiblc to keep 
the United States from resorting to atonic TOapons. 

e. Tlioy will mice efforts to got countries taking a nore or loss neutral 
stand in the United Nations on the Naot-U.'ost conflict to establish 
diplomatic rolat ; ons with Comunist China.

The Chinese Communists are now irrevocably c omitted to a course of action 
which moderates in the Party and members of tlio minority parties in the 
Government doploro but cannot alter.
